It was ugly and dif- 
ficult work for a time but tbe fiiy was 
finally subdued, The side and end walls 
of the building are standing, bnt'the roof 
and ceiling are wrecked.

DISTRIBUTION OF PROFITS. 


The subject of tbe dlseension between labor 


ftud capital, wltb Its eausee und probable re- 
sulls i* JuBt now being widely discussed. 
There la oer ainly great danger In \he grow- 
ing jealousy between these two factors and 
partners In the production of material wealth. 
Where it will end no OUR will pretend to ea , 
bul the laborer is awakening to Ihe fact that' 
Injustice Is being dona him by the capitalist. 
Noir Is thii injustice altogether imnglnary,for 
while many of the laborer's demands are arro 
garit. and man* of his complaints unreason- 
able, yet many others must be admitted to be 
just by anyone who will impartially examine 
tboaui'ject. One of tne latter is the unequal 
distribution, or ratter Ihe non-distribution of 
prolHs. 


The profjtu of any enterprise may be defined 


as tbe surplus left afttr de<i-jct!ng from tbe 
finished product all tue expenses incident to 
Its production. Including among tbe expenses 
tbe following Items: Wages of laborers, sala- 
ries of overseers and managers, interest on 
capital invested, insurance, taies, and also 
allowing to capital an extra share on account 
of Its greater rlake. Among the salaries mpn- 
tl'Lned are classed the remuneration of the 
capitalist for his aupnrintendeDoe, executive 
ability, etc. Tbe residue Is the clear profits of 
tbe production. 


The state of affaln la this: Capital and labor 


havo botb been amply rewarded, each for ita 
sbarein tbe process of production; tbe one 
neither more nor leaa than tbe other. Even 
tbe greater risks of capital bave been taken 
intc account. .Now tbere must still be a sur- 
plus, or there would be, economically apeak- 
IDK, no gain whatever Though each individ- 
ual connected with the enterpilse had laid by 
someot tbe money he bad received, yet this 
canaot be regarded an tbe true profits of the 


uslueSB. Hence II the production be proflt- 
)lo. there must be a surplus over all expendi- 
uros, botb cf capital and of physical force. 
The question is: I'o whom shall this surplus 
e given? Capital has always appropriated it, 


riuht, without BO much as saying "By 


our leave," to labor. But custom 13 not al- 
ays right. And why should capital cleim all 


profits of the pro:lui.tlon in wblcb Itself 


nd labor h8,ve been equally concerned, and 
irwhlibeach has received an equitable re- 
unerailOD? Profits muat not be confounded 
itli pay. Botb capital and labor bave been 
aid. The proflta are a sort of reward for srlv- 
g to the world an article of value. Way 
ho'iild capital receive all of this reward? Why 
hould not labor, which has been an equal 
artner with it In tbe enterprise, receive a 
aril? It aeems to one but simple justice that 
te profits ahould be divided equally between 
he capitalist and the laborers. Wherever tbe 
ralem baa been triod, It has been customary 
o distribute among the laborers about 10 per 
ent. of tbe gross profits, Thia fa more equal 
ban it seems at first sight, becauae tbe allow- 
nce for tbe time and great riaka of the capl- 
allots are not classed ainong the expenses. 
Weretbis plan of dlalributlon of profits to 
e generally adopted, much of the discontent 
nd dangerous reatleusneaa of the laborer 
won id be allayed by giving him a greater In- 
erest In his work and removing from him B 
enso ol Injustice and opp esslon.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Ou<e of Lively Interest to all Bankers auftl 


Depositors, 


Among the long Met of opinions filed by the 


Appellate Court at Spiiogtield recently was 
me of extraordinary interest. Tbe facts and 
octrlnea Involved ore brl, fly these: Gardner 
lasoTvaB a depositor in tbe Bank of Bunker 
Hill, III., and Joha Delano and olbera wore 
directors. Tho bank failed, nnd Case brought 
suit ugulnst Delano and others, Individually, 
o recover the amount of big deposits, resting 
his claim upon the ground tbat as such officers 
hey were bound to Know the financial condl- 
ion of the bank, and the acceptance of bis 
deposits after tbey might, by extrclslng due 
diligence, have known the fact of its Insol- 
vency, constituted u personal and Individual 
responsibility to him. Tbe trial of tbe issue 
was had before Judge Jesae J. Fhilllpa, in tbe 
circuit court of Macoupin county, where 
udgment was rendered In favor of Case. Tbe 
defendants appealed, and the Appellate Court 
now affirm B tbe judgment of tbe court below. 
1'uls decision is said to be an entirely new de- 
parture, and Is credited with being tbe first 
nstanue in which an attempt waa made di- 
rectly upon the directors of a bank to make 
them Individually responsible for tbe deposit* 
of an insolvent bank. It la remembered tbat 
immediately after tbe judgment was origin- 
ally rendered in tbe H&coupln Circuit Court, 
and tbe fact published In tbe press of th;B city, 
numerous leiters came from banks through- 
out tue country to know whether the doctrine 
of the caae had not been misstated. Tbe tend- 
ency of tho decision will naturally be to make 
directors more diligent in familiarising tbem- 
selres with the actual cond'tion of the institu- 
tions with which tbey are connected.

" The weatber la delightful bere. Tou can 


imagine the temp rature when I tell you I am 
silling in my room at the Raymond House 
without a fire and the window up. I saw pan- 
Bles In full bloom tbls forenoon, and tbey say 
this weather will continue until January, and 
that then winter will only last a couple of 
months Lewiston is one of tbe oldest towns 
in this territory, and was at one time the capi- 
tal of tbe territory. It, was a supply depot for 
extensive mining camps, sonic 14 miles nortb. 


Tbe farmers bere raise 50 bushels of wheat 


to tbe acre and 100 bushels cf corn and barley, 
Tbelr wheat is the flnett In tbe world. It Is 
selling bere to-day at 48 cents per hughe], and 
is a drug at that price. Tbe great trouble wltb 
the farmers is that tbey are so far from tbe 
market they cannot make money raising It. 
Tbey raise the finest fruit here I ever saw or 
beard of. If I had any wij1 to bring some. I 
would bring eacb of tbe boys an apple weigh- 
ing two pounds eacb. The Indiana and John 
Chinamen are as thick M colored people in De- 
oatur. Tbere la not a colored man in the 
town, and I buvo seen but one since I left 
Denver, and be wa£ tbe sleeping ear porter. 
The Nez Percea Indian reservation Is only 13 
miles from bere, and tbe Indians oome to town 
every day. I mean to go out to the reserva- 
tion before I leave and see bow poor Lo lives. 
We bave just been figuring up the distance 
we bave traveled to get here, and find tbat we 
are3441 miles from Deoatur. We expect to 
return by tbe Northern Pacific and take In all 
tbe country wo can. 


" We asked the prosecuting attorney if we 


could not have sent a man In our place, and 
be said not at all; we were just the men be 
wanted, aud that If we hadn't eome, he would 
bave Bent for us. Spokane Falls is only about 
100 miles from here. If we had known wo 
would not havo been needed until Thursday, 
we could have spent the time very pleasantly 
and profitably at Portland, Walla Walla and 
Spokane Falls, where tbero are a number of 
Maeon county people."

A MORMON IN I>ECATUK. 


Thin forenoon « REPUBLICAN reporter 


had a chat with J. Wrathall, a Mormon 
from Utah, who ia a guest at tbe Palace 
Hotel. He ia here in company with E. 
I/. Clark and Beth Fletcher, also of Utah. 
Thpy have been attending tbe Cattle 
Convention at St. Louis, and came here 
for the purpoee cf purchasing stallions 
for their stock farms. 
Mr. Wrathall 


frankly admitted to tbe reporter that he 
was a Mormon and had lived in* Utah 30 
years. He seemed ignorant of the fact 
tbat there is n prospect of trouble in 
Utah', aud did not know that the United 
States troops were in possession of "Halt 
Lake. He stated in substance: 'There 
are 150,000 Mormons in Utah, but not 
more than one in ten has more than one 
wife; I have twelve children, bnt only one 
wife; my two former wives are dead. I 
havrt not seen President Taylor for eoma 
time. He is between 70 and 80 years of 
age and feeble. If the authorities were 
to arrest him and put him in prison it 
would mean death to him. Tbere will be 
no trouble or war in Utah in my opinion. 
Tbe little flurries that occasionally arise 
only mean money making schemes on the 
part of the speculators. Judge Zano is 
considered a good lawyer and a smart 
man, 
bat when be strikes polygamy be is 


way off—giving tbe parties brought be- 
fore him no show at all. An arrest means 
imprisonment under the Edmunds law 
for not less than six months end a fine, 
The officers are always after the rich pol- 
ygamiats, as no Mormon witnesses are 
beard and cone allowed on tha jury, the 
United States court has everything its 
own way. The officers always try to Bet 
tbe second wife of a polygamist to testify 
and if she fails to give evidence she fares 
badly at the hands of the court, being 
thrown into prison with her polygamous 
lord. Arrests occur about three times a 
week and the question is constantly be- 
fore the court. I thought I would spend 
a few weeks in Illinois lor my bonlth, and 
I feel much better, I will start for Utah 
to-morrow.' Mr. Wratholl is a man of 
about 55 years of age and looks like a 
man of means,

THB LAST BALLOT. 


Qulncr Captured tbe Home by Flue Work 


—A Few Expresgious. 


from Friday's Daily. 


The fxpresfeions of supreme difgnst 


about Decatur last night and to-day over 
the location of the Soldieis' Home at 
far-away Qninoy, have been mure vigor- 
ous than elegant; but the feelings of 
disappointment are cooling off somewhat, 
and business in this bustling city goes on 
the same as usual. 


THE IiAiT BALLOT 


was the 399(h of the many sessions of 
the commission, and the location was 
fired by the vote of Gen. Wallace, whom 
the Illinois Central railroad people claim- 
ed from the start would be sure to vote 
alwajs for either Decatur or Dixon. By 
a rule adopted the roll of nnmes was 
called in alphabetical order, and Wallace, 
being the last on the list, had the power 
to settle the question at any limp, for un- 
der another rule adopted on motion of 
Wallace, no member had the power to 
change his vote after it was placed on 
record. 
On Tuesday the fight settled 


down to a determined contest between 
Deoatur, Dixon and Qninoy, and that 
day Dixon made her last and losing 
effort, leaving the field free to Deoatnr 
and Qainoy. It was half-way believed 
that Gen. Wallace would come over to 
Deoatnr. Crawford said he would vote 
for Deoatur, if Wallace would do so, but 
be would make no promise either to 
Crawford, or HalJ, or Noble, who appear- 
ed to favor this point on Wednesday; but 
their tardy friendship csme too late. 
They were powerless to do anything with 
Wallace, who maintained a dogged si- 
lence, and when Berry, and Crawford, 
and White, on the fifth ballot of the day, 
voted for Qmnoy, Wallace cast bis ballot 
the same way, and that settled the ques- 
tion, sending the loca'ion nearly out of 
the state, to the general disappointment 
ot the soldiers. There are various rea- 
sons stated how it oarae about thatQuin- 
oy got the Home The chief one is that 
the Chicago, Burlington & Qniucy rail- 
road company hud more "influence" than 
the Central people. 


Deoatur and her representatives led by 


Col. Bryant, and Senator Rogers, and 
James Milhkin, Ores and TJllrioh and 
Mayor Eanan, and Ex-Mayor Chambers, 
and E. P, Vail and others, made a gallant 
and determined fight for the prize. Col. 
Bryant reclamed faithful to tbe last, He 
is counted the best man Deoatnr could 
have hod on the commission, always dis- 
creet and active, doing what he could to 
get the necessary four votes. Deoatur 
was greatly handicapped throughout the 
contest. Decatur rated higher than any 
other city, but by the vote of Wallace and 
others it was brought down, though at 
the last it was higher than Quincy. 
Deoatnr had B fall measure of merit, but 
the capital combination was against her 
She had not only to fight the democrats 
from Carter Harrison down, who kept 
pleading with the democratic members 
of the commission "for God's sake, don't 
put the Home at Decaf ur," but also lead- 
ing Republicans, such men as Shelby M. 
Cullom, Henry Dement, John Bunn and 
others who persistently oppospd Decatur 
Then there were anonymous letters from 
democrats in our city sent to the demo- 
oratio members of the commission asking 
them to place tbe Home anywhere but at 
Deoatnr. 
It is not believed that the 


democrats of Decatnr as a party opposed 
the location of the Home at this point, 
but there are those here who have been 
quietly talking against it all the time.

ACCORDING to the report of United 


States Treasurer Jordan the net rev- 
enue of the government for the last 
fiscul yenr was $.4,820,103 less than 
thtit of the preceding; year, while the 
expenditures w- re ^ 1 C>, 100,000 great- 
er th'iu those of thu preceding year. 
The surplus available for the reduc- 
tion of the public debt at the close 
of thofiscal year WHS, therefore, $40,- 
029,854 less than was available on 
thp 1st of July, 1884. This showing, 
the first made by the Lew adminis- 
tration, will doubtless be eminently 
satisfactory to those who have been 
howling in favor of "a government 
conducted upon business methods." 
Less reveiiue and more expense 
seema to be the Democratic idea of 
reform.

reading. Its length exceeds that o: 
any message sent to congress in 
many years, and the first criticism 
leveled at it will be on that account 
In this rapid age people will no 
calmly read any public doeumen 
that requires so much of their time 
as this first effort of the new pres 
ident, who seems to have been de 
termined to lay out enough work to 
employ Congress for the whole ses 
sion. 
Many of the subjects treated 


of are comparatively unimportant, 
and might well have been disposed 
of in much fewer words. Mr. Cleve 
land, however, appears to labor on 
der the idea that the members oi 
Congress need to be enlightened as 
to their duties, and that he knows 
better than anybody else what those 
duties are—a mistake not uncommon 
among new and unpracticed states 


men, 
who are prone to believe that 


their advent to power is the begin- 
ning of an era, prior to -which the 
world has been groping in darkness 
and ignorance. 


In discussing the relations of the 


government with foreign powers the 
President goes fully into details, but 
deems the refusal of the Austrian 
government to receive Mr. Keiley, 
as American Minister, to be of suf- 
ficient importance to occupy a lead- 
ing place in his message. The coun- 
try had hoped that it had heard 
enough of Mr. Keiley and his griev 
ances to permit the mutter to rest, 
but the chief executive calls the at- 
tention of Congress to the case, ap- 
parently oblivious of the fact that 
the whole trouble arose out of a 
mistake of his own—the appoint 
ment of a man who was obnoxious 
to the people and government to 
which he was accredited—and that 
a proper regard for international 
omity and the courtesy due from 
ono government to another should 
ative called for a greater degree of 
care upon.his part. 
Being n blun- 


der of his own, whether anting 
from his want of appreciation of the 
Itness of things or from his lack of 
acquaintance with the public men of 
ais party, it wtw hardly worthy of 
the dignity of being brought to the 
:ittention of Congress in an official 
communication. 


Upon the s-ubject of tariff revis- 


on the President's views will hardly 
suit the fierce Democratic idea that 
'avors absolute free trade. 
He. ad- 


vises a reduction in the duties levied 
ipon some articles, but insists that 
'the question of free trade is not in- 
volved, nor is there now any occasion 
for the general discusi-ion of the wis- 
dom or expediency of a protective 
system." 
Mr. Morrison will hardly 


enjoy this exposition of the presiden- 
ts! tariff idea. 


The message discusses the silver 


question at considerable length, and 
attributes much of the present finan- 
cial stringency to the effect of the 
lompulsory coinage act. 
Hei recom- 


mends the suspension of the coinage 
of silver dollars. 


The president devotes codeidera- 


}le space to the Indian problem, and 
recommends the passage of a law pro- 
viding for the appointment of sir 
commissioners, three of whom shall 
be detailed from the army, whose 
duty it shall be to inspect the sever- 
al reservations and determine what 
steps shall be taken to improve the 
condition of the Indians.

Upon the question of polygamy 


:-he measflge is outspoken, demands 
;hat there shall be no relaxation in 
;he execution of the law, and recom- 
mends the passage of a law to pre- 
vent the importation of Mormons in- 
:o the country. 


The president commits himself 


unqualifiedly to the principle of civil 
ervice raform, and recommends that 
;he law relating thereto be extended 
and made more general in its appli- 
cation. 
HP, however, adroitly inter- 


polates a few sentences evidently in- 
ended to justify the action of the 
adminiBtra'ion in its frequent viola- 
;ions of the very letter of the civil 
service law. 
The president seems to 


olaes himself in the attitude of the 
man who was in f ayor of the Maine 


law, 
bat opposed to its execution. 


His utterances on this subject, how- 
ever, will give rise to lively discus- 
sion, and will not be reassuring to 
that large section o'f his own party 
which is so firmly wedded to the 
spoils theory.

- Yesterday, however, he seemed to have 
suddenly developed from an imbecile to a 
rmulman. The result of his madness was 
the tragedy. Dr. Lyons and his daughter 
Annie, ti/tecn years old, were iu the yard,, 
the doctor preparing to start to town und 
the daughter hidclhig him good-by, when. 
Williams nulled upon them with an up- 
litti'd axe. 
The daughter saw him, and, 


screaming to her father, ran toward the 
house. 
Before Dr. Lyons could tnrn 


aronnd, the axe 
descended, crushing 


through his skull. 


Without waiting a second over nls first 


victim Williams startediin pursuit of his 
second—the girl. A few steps brought 
him up ivith her, ami a blow of the axe 
stretched her on the ground with her 
head split in twain, 


At this moment a seventeen-year-old 


son of Dr. Lyons made liis appearance, 
having just come in from squirrel hunt- 
ing. A glance showed him what had oc- 
curred, and the scene seems to have 
nerved him for action. Bringing his rifle 
to his shoulder he sent a bullet through 
the nuulronn's body, stretching him on the 
ground a corpse. 


Attention was tiien given the victims of 


the mailman's wrath, but they were be- 
yond help. Both had been killed instant- 
ly-it him not been possible to obtain full 
confirmation of all the details of the hor- 
rible ufjair, and the causes, if any, that 
led up to it are not known.

Something About Their Actions na Learned 


from Balloon luventlgatlons. 


The form of the cloud-mass as we ses 


It from the ground is not well shown; 
but as described by Wise, the oeronaut, 
from his balloon voyage made thirty or 
forty years ago, it has somewhat the 
shape of a great hour-glass, the dark- 
shadowed clouds catering it as they 
form at the base, and presumably rising 
through the central construction to sup- 
ply the white, sun-lit mass that is roll- 
ing out at the top with the appearance 
of a vast sea of snow, boiling and up- 
heaving from internal convulsion. 
Zig- 


zags of lightning dart from one cloud- 
mass to another, or blaze out in the 
gloom between the clouds aud earth, 
or even Bush from the clouds iuto the 
open, empty sky; 
but the origin of 


these violent electrical manifestations is 
almost as much a mystery as ever it 
was. 
The couditions under which elec- 


tric sparks, large or small, are dis- 
charged is fairly well determined, but

electricity is a question on which phy- 
sicians are not, yet agr, cd.

Thi; essential points of the 
melhod at firbt are the selection of a 
number of simple phenomena, such as 
the time whim the rain begins, the direc- 
tion of tho wind and so on, winch can 
be observed by any intelligent person, 
even without meteorological instru- 
ments; the undertaking is thus brought 
within the reach of that large class of 
our busv population who are interested 
and willing enough to give some assist- 
ance in such work, provided it does not 
require much time and needs no special 
technical instructions or outfit. Scholars 
in our high schools are abundantly pre- 
pared to do effective work in such a 
school as this. 
Second, when a 


der-storrn appears in sight or bursting 
it is important to know the conditions 
of wind, rain, etc., and the same mo- 
ment in a number of different places; 
and to gain this knowledge observations 
are to fee made at certa;n even hours 
while the storm lasts.

A NOVEL TIMEPIECE. 


Am IBT«»U« That IbkM • Watch Wta* 


ItMlf H the We»r«r Walk*. 


r A watch that winds itself by'the rac- 
ing of the wearer is the latest wonder 
of Europe. 
The moneyed tourists 


abroad will probably come home in th« 
fall provided with them to astonish 
their stay-at-home friends. The follow- 
jig explanation of the new toy will, 
however, take otf the edge of this tri- 
umph with the rca ters of the Star: 


The new automatic timepiece is called 


in Switzerland, where it was invented, 
the "Marche-Marehe." 
The watch is 


a stem-setter, and in but one particular 
differs from the ordinary watoh as to 
exterior appearance. 
Its "works" are 


protected by » square case instead of a 
round one, for a reason that will appear 
after the other features of the watch. 
have been described in detail. Tho 
prime feature of the watoh ia the auto- 
matic self-winding mechanism, which 
attains the object in view to perfection. 
On the side of the watch that the orbof 
of the winding barrel is exposed, an 
arm, secured at, the end and with a 
hammer-like attachment at the other, 
moves downward whenever disturbed 
[rom a position of absolute rest The 
force ot a spring adjusted under the 
arm furnishes the reaction, and the 
oscillution is repeated with every step 
taken by the wearer. This is trans- 
mitted to the lock of the mainspring 
barrel by the wheel, the circumference 
of which if adapted to the clutch of a 
dog that "holds fast all it gets," and 
the most ordinaly walking exorcise 
upon the part of the wearer sAves to 
wind it up full. 
The watch when used 


for thfl first time is wound with ,» key, 
but never after ia a key required if. the 
watch ia-worn rogularly by any on« of 
the most moderate habits of peregrina- 
tion. Tho square case is essential to 
the successful action of the self-winding 
apparatus, for the reason that it must 
itand horizontally, and this can only be 
when the watch has an upright position 
'01 the pocket 


Upon the fiioo of tho watch is the 


small dial of manometer, which con- 
stantly indicates tho tension to which 
the spring is wound, and by a glance 
the wearer o£ the wat h may tell for 
how many hours the watch is wound. 
The running capacity of the "Marohe- 
Marcho," when fully wound, is sixty 
hours, as is indicated by the manome- 
ter when its hand points to the number 
at the top of tho dial. The amount of 
exercise required to wind it full is rep- 
resented by six miles' walking., The 
advantage urged in the automatic wind- 
ing mechanism is tho absonoe of the 
bii/,ard in missing trains and sowing 
seeds of dissension in the family by 
late arrival ut dinner bcpsAise of forget- 
fulness or negligence in the matter ot 
winding the watch. The absence of ne- 
cessity for f.ny contact of human hands 
with the .interior of the watch is urged 
as an additional argument for durabil- 
ity, and its shape, which at first seems; 
odd, is better adapted to rich,and »rtis-| 
tic decoration.

INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 


What HAS Been Accomplished In CooiK 


nontKl Europe. 


This is rapidly becoming ono of the 


jiost important social problems of the 
day. The New York Times gives the 
following summary of what has been 
done in France and Austria: "In Paris 
sixty-fhe evening art schools are sup- 
ported by the municipality ulouo, be- 
sides the nuniorous schools carried on, 
by religious orders, workingincn's so- 
cieties aiid.privnto enterprise. In con-) 
sequence of this almost every workman' 
in France is a ^ood draughtsman. In 
addition to this, evening lectures orj 
'cours' on almost every subject of in- 
terest in art, science and literature af-j 
ford gratuitous instruction to the work- 
men. The crowded schools of draw- 
ing, modeling, \vood-carvingand paint-, 
ing, furnished viith tho best models and 
casts, and under the charge of teachers 
full of enthusiasm for tho work, give an 
impetus to thoir trades and manufact- 
uies which are closely connected with 
art which is without a parallel 
In 


Austria, which ranks next to Franco in' 
industrial advance, eighty-four tradoi 
schools arc already established, which 
may bo classed under the following 
heads: First, schools for weaving; sec- 
ond,-wood and iron trades; third, cer»-| 
tnics and glass trades; fourth,, metal 
industries; and, fifth, toys and various 
small industries. The latter class of 
industries arc principally confined to 
the 
mountainous 
districts 
of 
th« 


Tyrol. It will be seen that weaving 
schools take the (irst rank in Austria, 
as this is an industry which employs a 
vast number of workpeople of both 
'•e\cs. There are in Austria alone 
twenty-two weaving schools. The h> 
cal needs and resources of different lo-j 
calities in most cases determine the' 
character of the- school. Thug, the first 
trade school established in Germany, 
was,for the manufacture of metal work 
in the colliery district of Westphalia, 
and owed its origin to the want felt by 
the manufacturers for trained labor, u 
includes a three years' coarse, and the 
pupils are trained as designers, model- 
ers, wood-carvers, founders, turners, 
engine-litters, engravers, gilders and 
etchers." 


Two Hats for a Cent 


Two of the largest stores in New 


York have been having an expensive 
fight on the subject of cheap hats. The 
price steadily dwindled until one of the; 
houses was selling hats at a cent a piece/ 
while the other had reduced theirs td 
two for a cent They had cost the firm) 
four dollars a dozen. It was a rule tha'l 
no single customer could purchase mori 
than a single cent's woith of bate, but 
some sharp shop-girls got onto th« 
racket and sent their sisters, cousins 
and aunts in to buy while the market 
was down. As a result they laid in 
iquite a stook, which they are now selling 
jto other girls at a handsome profit to 
'themselves.

The Austro-HunKtirljn tioverument finally 
deemed not to receive Mr. Kelly us tlie-envoy 
ol the United States, and the gentleman has 
ginre leslgnefl hl» commission, leaving the 
pot-t vacant. I have made no new nomina- 
tion, and the interests of this Government 
at Vienna are now in the care of the Secre- 
tary of Legation acting as Charge d'Aflalrs 
ad interim 


CKXTIUL AMERICA. 


Early in March last war broKe out in Cen 
trai America, caused by the attempt of 
Guatemala to consolidate the several States 
into a single government. In these contest! 
between our neighboring States the United 
States forebore to Interfere actively, bul 
lent the aid of their friendly ofllces In depre- 
cation of war to promote pence and concoic 
among the belligerents, and by such counse 
contributed importantly to the preservation 
of triuiqullity in that locality. 
Emergencies growing out of the civil war 
In the United States of Colombia demanded 
of thp Government, at the beginning of this

the Thirty-fifth article of the treaty of 1W6 
in order to keep the transit open across the 
Jst'imusof Panama. 
^e*.;rous of exercising only the powers ex- 
pi ex-Iy reserved tons by the treatv anc 
mindful of the rights ol Colombia, the forces 
sent to the Isthmus were instructed to con- 
flne their action to "positively and effica- 
ciously" preventing the transit and Its ac- 
, cessories Jrom being "interrupted orembar- 
raesed " The execution of this delicate anc 
responsible taste necessarily Involved police 
control where the local authority was tem- 
porarily powerlesB.bnl always in aid of the 


, wwewlgnty ot Colombia. This prompt and 
•nceewfnL fulfillment of Itg duty by this Gov • 
eminent was highly appreciated by the Gov- 
ernment of Colomb a, and has been f ol lowed 
by expression of Its satisfaction. 
High 
1 praise is due to the officers and men en- 
gaged In this service. 
The restoration of 
peace on the l«thmns by the re-OBtabllih- 
mem of the constituted Government there 


i being thus accomplished, the forces of the 
United States were withdrawn. 
Pending these occurrences a question of 
much Importance was presented by decree!, 
of the Colombian Government proclaiming • 
the closure of certain ports In the hands of 
Insurgents and declaring vessels held by the . 
revolutionists to be piratical and liable to 
capture by any power. To neither of these 
propositions could the United States assent. 
An effective closure of porte not In the pos- 
session of the Government, but held by hoe- > 
tiles, partisans could not be recognized. 
Neither could the vessels of Insurgents 
acninst the legitimate sovereignty be deem- 
ed hostes human! generis within the precepts 
of International law, whatever might be the 
definition and penalty of their acts under 
the municipal law against whose authority 
they were in revolt The denial bv this Gov- 
ernment of the Colombian proposition did 
not, however, imply the admission of abe- 
Igerent status on the part of tho Insur- 
rents. 
The Colombian Government has expressed 
ts willingness to nngotlate conventions for 
ihe adjustment by arbitration of claims by 
or da n citizens arising out of the destruc- 
;lon of the city of Asptnwnll by the Ineurreo- 
;ionur.y f trees. 
The interest of the United States In a prac- 
ticable transit for ships across the strip of 
land separating the Atlantic from the Paelne 
bos been repeatedly manifested during the 
last half century. My immediate predeces- 
sor caused to bo negotiated with Nicaragua 
a treaty for the construction bv and at the 
sole cost of the United States of a canal 
through tho Nlcaraguiin territory, and laid It 
before t'nc Senate, but pending the action ot 
that body thereon withdrew the treaty for 
re-examination. Attentive consideration of 
Its provisions leivlB inc to. withhold It from 
resubmismoii lo the senate. 
Maintaining, as 1 do, the tenets of n line ot 
precedents from Washington's day which 
proscribe entangling alliances with foreign 
States, 1 do not favor a policy of acquisi- 
tion of new and distant territory, or the 
incorporation or remote Interests with our 
own. 
The laws 01 progress are vital and 
organic, and we must be conscious of that 
Irresistible 
tide of commercial expan- 
sion which, as the concomitant ol onr ac- 
tive civilization day by day, Is being 
urged onward by those increasing facili- 
ties ol production, transportation und com- 
munication to which steam and electricity 
have given birth. 
But our duty In tho 
present Instructs us to addrtsi ourselves 
mainly to 
the 
development 
of 
the 
vast resources of the groat area com- 
mitted to our charge and to the cultivation of 
the arts ol peace within onr border, although 
zealously alert In preventing the American 
hemisphere from beintf Involved In the po- 
litical problems and complications of dis- 
tant Governments, thercfoie I am unable to 
recommend propositions Involving para- 
mount privilege of ownership or rlKht out- 
bide of our own territory when coupled with 
absolute and unlimited engagements to de- 
fund the territorial Integrity of onr State 
whore such Interests He. While tho nenoral 
pioject of connecting the two oceans by 
means or a f anal Is to he encouraged, I am 
ol Hie opinion that any scheme to that end 
to be ooni-ldered with favor should be tree 
Irom the features alluded to 
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Is declared by engineers of the high eat re- 
imto and bv competent scientists to afford 
an cnlively practicable transit for vessels 
und cargoes by means o( ashlprallwny from 
the Atlantic lo thu raclilc. The envious ad- 
vantages of fluoli a route, if feasible, over 
ot icrs more leai'ite from the axial lines of 
tialllc between Kuropn and the Pacific, und 
particularly between the Valley ol thuUis- 
siiblppi and tho uestern eoa-*t of Norih and 
soutii America, ive desoivina of considera- 
tion. Whatever highway may he construct- 
ed across ihe barrier dividing the t.vo great- 
est maritime areas of the world, must bo for 
the world's ben ell t^a trust for man kind to be 
removed from the charge of domination by 
any single power, nor become a point of In- 
vitation for hostilities or a prize for warlike 
ambition. An engagement combining the 
construction, ownership and operation of 
such a work by this Government, with an 
offensive and defensive alliance for Its pro- 
tection with the foreign State, whose re- 
sponsibilities and rights we would share, le, 
in my Judgment, inconsistent with such dedi- 
cation to universal and neutral use, and 
would, moreover, entail measures for Its 
realization beyond tne scope of our Na- 
tional politics or present means. 
Tho lapse of years has abundantly con- 
firmed the wisdom and foresight of those 
earlier .ulministriitlous which, long.before 
the conditions of maritime intercourse were 
changed and enlarged by the progress of 
the age, proclaimed the vital need of Inter- 
oceanic transit across the American Isthmus 
and consecrated In advance to the common 
use ol mankind by their positive doclai a- 
tlons and through the formal obligations of 
treaties

the efforts of my administration will be ap- 
plied, ever bearing In mind the principles 
on which It must rest, and which were de-

In Central America, next to Jihc happiness

The construction of three transcontinental 
lines of railway, all in successful operation, 
•wholly within our territory and uniting tho 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, has boon ac- 
companied by results of a most interesting 
and improbslve nature, and has (-rented new 
conditions, not in the routes of commerce 
only, but In political gcogra,ihy,whlch pow- 
erfully affect our relations toward und nec- 
essarily Increase our interest In any trans- 
isthmian route which may be opened and 
employed for the ends of peace and traffic, 
or In other contingencies for uses Inimical 
to both. 


TJtANSrOIlTATION 


is a factor In the cost of commodities scarce 
ly second to that of their production, and 
weighs as heavily upon their consumer. Our 
existence already has proven the great Im- 
portance of having the competition between 
land carriage and water carriage fully devel- 
oped, each.actlng as protection to the public 
against the tendencies of monopoly, which 
Is Inherent in the consolidation of wealth 
and power in the hands of vast corpora- 
tions. These suggestions may se-ve to em- 
phasize what I have already said on the 
score of the necessity of a ncnlrallzation of 
any inter-oceanic transit, and tins can only 
be accomplished by making the uses of the 
route open to all nations and subject to the 
ambitions and warlike necessities of none.

The claims of citizens of the United Statea 
for losses l>y reason of the late military op- 
erations ot Chill In Peru and Bolivia are the 
subject of negotiation for a claims conven- 
tion with Chill, providing for their submis- 
sion to arbitration. 
The harmony of onr relations with China 
Is fully sustained in the application of the 
acts lately passed to execute the treaty of 
1880, restrictive of the immigration of Chi- 
nese laborers Into the United States. Indi- 
vidual cases of hardshlphuve occurred be- 
yond the power of the Executive to remedy, 
and calling for judicial determination. The

THE CHIHBKE QUESTION 


In the Western States and Territories is, de- 
spite this restrictive legislation, far from be- 
ing satisfactory. 
The recent outbreak in 
Wyoming Territory, whore numbers of un- 
offending. Chinamen, Indisputably within 
the protection ol the treaties and the law, 
were murdered by a mob, and the still more 
recent threatened outbreak of the same 
character 
in Washington Territory, are 
fresh In the minds of all, anil there Is appre- 
hension lest the bitterness of feeling against 
the Mongolian race on ths Pacific elope may 
find vent In similar lawless demonstration. 
All the power ol this Government should be 
exeited 
to maintain the amplest good 
faith toward China in the treatment of these 
men, and the Inflexible sternness of the 
law In bringing the wrongdoers to justice 
should be Intlsted on. Every effort has been 
made by this Government to prevent those 
violent outbreaks and to aid the representa 
tives of China In their Investigation of these 
outrages, and It Is but justice to say they are 
traceable to the lawlessness of men not citi- 
zens of the United States engaged In com- 
Setition with Chinese laborers. Race prejn- 
Ice is the chief, factor In originating these 
disturbances, and it exists in a large part of 
our 
domain, 
jeopardizing our domestic 
peace and the good relationship we strive to 
maintain with China. The admitted right of a 
Governmenttoprcvent the Influx of elements 
hostile to Its Internal peace and security 
may not be questioned even where there IB 
no treaty stipulation on the subjert. 
That 
the exclusion o/Chlmse labor Is demanded 
In other countries where Hire conditions pre- 
vail is strongly evidenced In the Dominion 
of Canada, where Chinese Immigration l» 
now regulated by laws more exclusive than 
ou; own. 11 existing laws are inadequate to 
compass the eud In view. I shall be prepared 
to give my earnest consideration to any fur- 
ther remedial measures within the treaty 


limits which the wlidom of Congresi may 
dev»e. 


THE CONGO. 


The Independent Stato of tho Congo has 
been organized as a government under the 
•overelgnty ot Ills Majesty the King of the 
Belgians, who asuines its chief magistracy 
In his personal character only, without 
making the new Statu a dependency on' 
Belgium. It Is uutomria'ethata benighted 
region, owing all It has of quickening clvlll-' 
zatlon to the boneaccuce ana philanthro- 
pic spirit ol this monarch, should have the 
advantage and security ot his benevolent 
supervision. The action by tms irovern- 
ment loot year In being tlie first to recog-, 
nlze the flag ol the International Associ- 
ation ot the Congo has been followed by 
formal recognition of the new nation-1 
atlty which gut-coeds to 
It* sovereign 
powers. 
A 
conference 
of 
delegates 
of 
the 
principal 
commercial 
nations was held nt Berlin last winter to dls- 
CUSB methods wherchy the Congo basin 
might bo kept open to. the world's trade., 
Delegates attended on behalf of the Uulted 
States on the understanding that their part 
should bo merely deliberative, without Im- 
posing to the results any binding character, 
so far as the United States were concerned. 
This reserve wa» due to the Indisposition of 
this Government to share In unv disposal byi 
an International congress of Jurlsdlctlonol 
questions In remote foreign territories. The 
result! ot tho conference was embodied In a 
formal act of the nature of an international 
convention, which 
laid 
down 
certain' 
obligations purporting to bo binding on 
the signatories, subject to ratification within 
one year. Notwithstanding the reservation 
under which the delegates of the United 
States attended, thnlr signatures were at- 
tached to the general act In the aaiue man- 
ner as those ot the Plenipotentiaries of 
other Governments, thus making tho United 
States appear without reserve or quaUAoa- 
tlon as signatory to a Joint International 
engagement Imposing on the signers the' 
conservation of tho territorial Integrity of 
distant regions wheru we have no estab- 
lished 
Interests or control. This Gov-. 
ijrnmcnt does not. however, 
regard 
its 
reservation 
of liberty 
ol 
action 
In 
the premises as at 
all 
Impaired, 
and holding that an engagement to thani In 
the obligation of enforcing neutrality In the 
remote valley of the Congo would bo an al- 
liance whose responsibilities we are not In a 
position to assume. I abstain from asking 
the sanction of the Senate t •(that gjneral 
act, Tne correipondeuce will be'lald, before 
you, and the Instructive anil Interesting re- 
port of the agent sent by this Government 
to the Congo Country und hU recommenda- 
tions for the establishment of commercial 
agencies on the African coast are alio sub- 
mitted for your consideration. 


TUB SOOTH AKKRIOAN COHMI88IOB. 


The oomrolialon appointed by my prede- 
cessor last winter to visit the Central and 
South Amevican countries and report on 
tho methods ot enlarging the commercial 
relations of the United States has submitted 
reports which will bo laid before you. No 
onnortiinitv has been omitted to testify to 
the friendliness of thH Government toward 
(Jori'a, whose entrance Into the lumlly of 
treaty-mivklng powers the United States was 
the ilrnt to recognize. I regard wltn favor 
the application made by (he Oorean Gov- 
ernment to be allowed toemi.loy American 
oilioors as military Instructors, to which the 
as-cut of Congress bei'iimo necessary; ana i 
am happy to say this request has the con- 
current sanction of China and Japan. 
, 


TUP arrest and Imprisonment ot Julias K. 
Santos, a citizen of tlin United Stato, by tho 
authorities of Kcuadorgave rise to a conten- 
tion with that Government In which his right 
to be released or to have a speedy and Im- 
partial trial on announced charges, and 
with nil guarantees ot defense stipulated by 
treaty, wa* Insisted upon by the United 
States. After an elaborate correspondence 
and repeated and earnestreprest'utatlonson 
our part, Mr. Sintos was, after an alleged 
trial and conviction, iivontnally Included In 
a general decree ol amnesty and pardoned 
by the Ecuadorian K.\ecutlve and released, 
leaving the question of his American citizen- 
ship denied by the Ecuadorian Government, 
but Insisted upon by onr own. 
.

Die amount adjudged to the late French 
and American claimants on account of In- 
juries suffered by them during the war of se- 
cession, having been appropriated by the 
lost Congress lias been duly paid the French 
Government. 


FUKKCH SPOLIATION CLAIMS. 


The act of February %, IBM, provided for a 
preliminary search of the rccorJs of French 
prize courts for evidence bearing on the 
claims of American citizen* against France- 
tor spoliation committed prior to 1801. Thai 
duty has been performed, and the report of 
the agent will be laid before you. 


AMERICAN POEK. 


I regret to say that there are restriction! 
upon the Importation of our pork Interesta 
in France, notwithstanding the abundant 
demonstration of tint abhence of sanitary 
danger In Its use, but I entertain strong 
hopes that, with a belter understanding ol 
the matter this vexatious prohibition will be 
removed. It would br pleasing to be able 
to say us much with rcnpcct to Germany, 
Austria and other countries nhere such (ood 
products are absolutely excluded without 
present prospect of reasonable change. 


NATUKALI/.ATION HICBTHICTIONS. 


The interni etiitlon of existing treaties of 
naturalization by Germany during the past 
year bus uttiacted attention, by reason of 
an apparent tendency on the part of tho Im- 
perial Government tn extend the score of 
the residential rcsirictlonH to which return- 
Ing naturalized citizens of Germany are as- 
serted to be liuhlfe under the laws of the Krn- 
plre. The temperate und iuttL attltii'le taken 
by this Gonernment with regard to this class 
ol questions will doubtless lead to a satis- 
factory understanding. 


THE OAIIOLIVE I1I.ANDS DISr-OTE. 


The dispute of Germany and Spain relative 
to tiio domination of the Caroline Islands 
has attracted the attention of this Govern- 
ment by reason of extensive interests of 
American citizens having grown up In those 
parts during tho past thirty years, and be- 
cause the question of ownership Involves 
jurisdiction of matterH affecting the status 
of our own rltlzens under civil and criminal 
law. 
Whllnt standing wholly aloof from the 


Eroprlctary Issues raised between powers to 
oth of which tne United States are friendly, 
this Government eipeois that nothing In the 
present contention shall unfavorably affect 
our citizens carrying on business there, and 
has so Informed the Government! of Spain 
and Germany. 


FI8I1INO IN 1JH1TIS1!-AMERICAN WAT»RS. 


The marked good-will between the United 
States and Great Britain has) been main- 
tained during the pant year. The termina- 
tion of the flshlng Clausen of tho treaty of 
Washington, In pursuance of the Joint reso- 
lution of March :i, 1883, must have resulted In 
the abrupt cessation on the Fourth of July 
of thin year, in the midst of their ventures, 
of the operations of citizens of the United 
States engaged in fishing in British-Ameri- 
can 
waters, 
bnt 
fur 
a diplomatic un- 
derstanding 
reached 
with 
Her 
Maj- 
esty's Government in June lost, where- 
by assurance was obtained that no In- 
terruption of those operations should take 
plaee during the current nsnlng season. In 
the interest of good neighborhood and of tho 
commercial Intercourse of adjacent commu- 
nities the question of the North American 
Usherles Is one of much Importance. Follow- 
ing out the Intimation given by me when the 
extensory arrangement above described wu 
negotiated 
I recommend that (Congreo 
provide for the appointment of a commis- 
sion In which the Govnrnmentaof|the United 
States and Great Britain shall be respective- 
ly represented, charged with the considera- 
tion and settlement, upon a just, equitable 
and Honorable basis of the entire question 
of the fishing rights of the two Govern- 
ments, and their respective citizens, on the 
coasts or the United States and Ilrltlsh Korth 
America. The fishing Interests being In- 
timately related to other general ques- 
tions dependent upon continuity and In- 
tercourse* consideration thereof In all their 
equities might also properly come within 
the purview of such commission, and lati- 
tude of expression of both ildcs should be 
permitted. The correspondence in relation 
to the fishing rights will be submitted. 


HBTOHS Or TUB ALERT. 


The Arctic exploring steamer Alert, which 
was generously given by Her Majcity'a 
Government to aid In the relief of theGree- 
ly expedition, was, after the successful at- 
tainment of that humane purpose, returned 
to Great Britain In pursuance of the author- 
ity conferred by the art of March 3d, 1886. 


EXTRADITION TREATIES. 
' 


The Inadequacy of existing arrangements 
for extradition between the United States 
and Great Britain has been long apparent. 
The tenth article of the treaty of Mi, one of 
the earliest compacts in this regard entered 
Into by us, stipulated for surrender In re- 
spect of a limited number of offenses. Other 
crimes, no less Inimical to the social welfare, 
should be embracea, u nd the procedure of 
extradition brougnt into harmony with pres- 
ent International practices. Relations with 
Her Majesty's Government for an enlarged 
treaty of extradition have been pending 
since 1870, and I entertain strong hopes th it 
a satisfactory result may be soon attained.
